It's about apples, small, shiny, and tasty—and stained with 


blood 

The apples, known as ‘Mikes,”” could be plucked from only one 
tree in Franklin, the community of seven hills lying inconspicu- 
ously between historic Lebanon and the city of Norwich. This tree 
graced the Micah Rood Farm in the Peck Hollow Section, about 
one-half a mile from the stately Congregational Church 

For some 250 years this fruit bearer thrived in fertile soil near 
the Susquetomscot Stream, until uprooted by the 1938 hurricane 
With the death of their lone source, “Mikes” went out of ex 
istence, but not the story surrounding their birth 

Here are the ‘facts.’ 

Micah Rood settled in Peck Hollow in 1699. From his farm and 
orchard he harvested the necessities of life, little more. One De 
cember evening a peddlar, on regular rounds in the tiny settle 
ment, called on Micah, hoping to make a sale or two 

Dazzled by the display of goods, but not able to afford a pur 
chase, Micah reportedly became crazed and thrust a knife into the 
heart of the itinerant businessman. He then carried the body out 
side and buried it beneath an apple tree 

With the arrival of warm weather this tree, which had always 
worn a spring coat of snowy white blossoms, was covered with 
red petals. Little attention was given the color change, but in 
August a wave of curiosity swept through town 

Young boys playing on the Rood Farm bit into some apples 
from the tree. Each apple contained a red globule in its center 
The next day townfathers went to the farm, split dozens of apples 
open, and found the crimson clots

@ SPOONS AND SPOOKS WOULD HAVE HAD 
no reason to seek out each other's company, 
since even the grossest of wraiths is not a 
hearty eater 

Until 1816, American spoons were fash 
ioned to the same patterns as their European 
relatives, but that year a young Boston mini 
ster, John Pier-pont, grandfather of John 
Pierpont Morgan the financier, borrowed on 
the family silver to pay the costs of publish 
ing his book Asrs of Palestine 

After his book sold its third printing, he 
redeemed his spoons, causing public atten 
tion to be fastened to these objects 

Spoon collecting developed into a very 
popular hobby, among those Americans who 
were comfortable enough to afford the lux 
uries of life. Moses Morse of Boston and 
Jobey Gorham of Providence grew quite 
prosperous grafting so-called “keepsake 
spoons 

These were simply fashioned, at first, but 
is people's desire to record important events 
on silver spoon handles increased, their 
beauty in design became an art form, as 
American as Betsy Ross’ flag 

In 1858 the New England poet, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, at the urging of his 
friends, turned his pen on the Puritans. The 
fruit of his labors, New England Trag 
edies, described the love triangle of John 
Alden, Priscilla Mullins and Miles Standish

Rare old spoons tell 


remarkable tales 


— even ‘spooky’ ones

Plymouth ¢ ourtship 
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family, known for their robust health and their many 
wonderful intellectual and emotional qualities, was 
representative of those who developec early New 
England. The publication of the Tragedzes made peo 
ple remember them again with renewed pride 
~ The tokens of their affection were three distinctive 
spoons, one with the handle fashioned into exquisitely 
etched figures of Priscilla and John Alden on their 
way to church. She carries a prayer book in her large 
hands, and he shoulders a heavy musket. This spoon 
is the property of Howard Heffron of Adrian, Michi 
gan. He has another entitled “Plymouth Courtship 
which depicts Miles Standish, in military stance, as he 
must have looked while he waited to know the results 
of his courtship with Priscilla. John, the winner of 
Priscilla’s hand, stands by her on the nave of the 
spoon. On a banderole, spiraling around the spoon 
handle, is the famous quotation “Speak for yourself 
John 

The third spoon pictures Priscilla, cape about her 
basket full of nourishing food in one hand, while 
the other hand knocks at a plain wooden door, im 
mortalized in silver on one of her errands of mercy 

New Englanders did not forget Longfellow, th« 
poet of their hearts, and they honored him with three 
well-made spoons 

The first shows Craigie House, his well-loved res 
dence, where he lived from 1837 until his death in 
1882. Longfellow’s head is near the tip of the spoon 
handle, framed in an Olgival band and surrounded 
by roses, forever linking him to his beloved home 

The other two spoons depict first, his boyhood 
home in Portland, Maine, and then his face, molded 
in great detail 

The spoons are conservative in design and digni 
hed in their patterning. Nothing new or daring would 
have suited Longfellow, a traditional poet enjoyed by 
very member of the family 

An apparition, not at all conservative, was the 
first spook to be commemorated by a silver spoon. His 
name was Squire (Continued on page 92)
